The potassium cyanide pellets 
dropped into the acid in the 
apple-green death chamber at 
10:02 a.m. (Pacific daylight 
time) and Chessman was’ pro- 
nounced dead at 10:12. — 


Managed a Chuckle. 

As the fatal fumes rose, the 
38-year-old Chessman managed 
a chuckle, almost a laugh. 

The 60 witnesses jammed in 
front of the thick windows of 
the death chamber were silent. 
Hardly a breath stirred. 

The venetian blind behind 
which Warden Fred R. Dickson 
stood a little distance from the 
chamber was partly open. 
Usually it is shut during an exe- 
cution. 


Chessman’s 12-year court fight | 


to escape the gas chamber ended 
with a series of three denials— 
all within 45 minutes of the exe- 
cution hour—and an intended 30- 
minute stay of execution that 
came too late. 

The California State Supreme 
Court denied a series of petitions 
filed Saturday and Sunday after 
an unprecedented special session 
in chambers in San Francisco 
this morning. They met again to 
deny a new petition for a stay 
filed 45 minutes before the death 
hour. Denial was at 9:50. 

Rejection by Douglas. 

In Washington, Associate Jus- 
tice William O, Douglas of the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States refused to grant a stay 
only minutes before the death 
hour. 

But United States District 
Judge Louis E. Goodman said 
he tried to grant a 30-minute 
stay, but the pellets had already 
been dropped. The petition was 
filed with Goodman at 9:55. He 
said he would have granted the

When she had the warden’s 
office on the phone, she turned 
the call over to Judge Goodman. 
He was told the pellets had 
already been dropped.

Attorney George Davis, whose 
dramatic legal struggle to save 
Chessman went down to the final 
seconds, was shaken with grief 
at the news his client had finally 
been put to death.

that would give protection from 
radioactive fallout in the event 
of a real attack.

WEST'S SUMMIT 
PRUPOSALS GET 
NATO APPROVAL 


Eisenhower Message 
Warns Ministers Not 
to Be Too Hopeful 
for Conference. 


ISTANBUL, Turkey, May 2 
(AP)—The North Atlantic Coun- 
cil of Foreign Ministers today 
swiftly approved virtually all the 
Western proposals for the Paris 
summit conference. 


Without dissent, the 15 NATO 


| 


foreign ministers indorsed the 
West’s program for world dis- 
armament, and American, Brit- 
ish and French plans, presented 
by United States Secretary of 
State Christian A. Herter, for a 
settlement of the German and 
Berlin disputes. 


A NATO spokesman said they 
were near agreement on pro- 
posals concerning East-West re- 
lations and the problem of 
“‘peaceful coexistence.” 


Message From Eisenhower. 


Herter read to the conference 
a special message from Presi- 
dent Eisenhower warning that 
the Western Big Three meeting 
with Soviet Premier Khrushchev, 
opening May 16, probably will 
not produce any quick or spec- 
tacular results. 

Mr. Eisenhower cautioned 
against hoping for too much. He 
said the Paris meeting is only 
one more “in what may prove a 
long succession of diplomatic ex- 
changes dealing with some of the 
most difficult problems of our 
era.” 

The United States is going to 
the Paris talks “with a sincere 
desire to do all possible to re- 
duce the tensions and dangers 
that now exist,” he said. But he 
added that the world’s problems 
“‘are not susceptible to early so- 
lution.” 

The President urged the NATO 
countries to remain resolute and 
united and said NATO’s com- 
bined forces would be the West’s 
greatest insurance in case the 
talks with the Russians fail to 
prosper. 

On the other hand, if the talks 
do reduce tension, he said, the 
NATO members will require 
greater material and moral co- 
hesion to meet the challenge of 
Communist competition through- 
out the globe.

Mr. Eisenhower acted in the 
face of Democratic charges that 
Connole was being dropped be- 
cause of his stand in favor of 
consumers in several important 
natural gas cases. Connole’s five- 
year term will expire on June 22. 

Accompanying today’s White 
House announcement of the ap- 
pointment was a_ statement 
henceforth the President would 
not select FPC members as rep- 
resenting either consumer or gas 
and oil interests. 

At his press conference last 
Wednesday, the President con- 
firmed that he had decided not 
to reappoint Connole. When a 
reporter asked why, Mr. Eisen- 
hower replied: “I think I can 
get a better man, that’s all.” 


No Experience in Field. 


Donegan, a former special 
agent for the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, told the Post-Dis- 
patch that he has had no experi- 
ence in the field of public utility 
regulation, the province of the 
FPC. 

Connole was general counsel 
and chief legal officer for the 
Connecticut Public Utilities Com- 
mission for five years before he 
was appointed to the FPC in 
1955. He is a political independ- 
ent, as is Donegan. : 

The nomination is subject to 
Senate confirmation. 
would serve for a _ five-year 
period starting June 22 and end- 
ing in 1965. FPC commissioners 
receive $20,000 a year, the same 
salary Donegan is paid as a 
member of the SACB. 

Mr. Eisenhower also nomi- 
nated Paul A. Sweeney, first as- 
sistant in the Justice Depart- 
ment’s office of legal counsel, 
as a member of the FPC to fill 
out the term of John B. Hussey, 
who died last March 17. 

In announcing the nomina- 
tions, White House Press Secre- 
tary James C. Hagerty said 
neither consumers nor the oil 
and gas industries were being 
specially favored in either ap- 
pointment, 

The President believes,” 
Hagerty said, “‘that the mem- 
bers should be representative of 
the United States—all sections of 
the United States.” 

Past Practice. 

In reply to questions, Hagerty 
said that in some cases in the 
past, certain FPC commission- 
ers have been referred to as 
representative of particular in- 
terests. He added that Hussey 
had been mentioned as a spokes- 
man for the natural gas industry. 

Both Connole and Hussey were 
appointed to the FPC by Mr. 
Eisenhower. Hussey was a Dem- 
ocrat, as is Sweeney. The un- 
expired term runs until June 22, 
1963. 

The law requires that no more 
than three of the five members 
of the FPC shall be of one po- 
litical party. There are already 
three Republicans on the com- 
mission.

Says — 204 Families 
Affected. 


The Jefferson Barracks hous- 
ing project, where 204 families 
now live, will be closed soon, 
the St. Louis County Housing 
Authority announced today. 

The authority said it no longer 
can stand a heavy financial drain 
caused by operating the obsolete 
frame barracks as housing units, 
and by lawsuits which have 
blocked construction of modern 
low-rent buildings. 

Letters mailed to be received 
today by the tenants advised 
them to “attempt to find another 
place to live, since it does not 
appear possible to continue the 


Jefferson Barracks project very| © — 


much longer.”’ 


Robert J. Tracy, executive 
director of the authority, said 
official notices “stating a num- 
ber of days in which tenants 
will be given to move” will be 
mailed shortly. 


The project presently consists 
of about 25 two-story buildings 
each containing eight dwelling 
units, and six one-story 
each’ with five dwelling units. 
The structures are northwest of 
the former Army post’s parade 


ground, in an area near the! 


so-called ‘“‘west gate” on Tele- 
graph road. 


Loss of $4000 a Month 


The project has been operated 
at a loss of about $4000 a month 
in recent months, Tracy said. 
Expenses have been totaling 
$14,000 ‘to $15,000. a month, he 
said, as compared with income 
of about $10,000. The tenants 
pay rentals ranging from $39 
to $49.75 a month, depending on 
the size of the units. 

The project once housed 956 
families, Tracy said, but the 
number was reduced in anticipa- 
tion that the new development 
of 96 brick structures -contain- 
ing 288 dwelling units would be 
completed by now. 


Instead, a tangle of litigation 
halted work on the $3,025,825 
project, and caused the Federal 
Public Housing Administration 
to refuse in March 1959 to ad- 
vance any more money until 
‘‘legal deficiencies’ were cleared 
up. Tracy said that perhaps as 
much as $400,000 had been spent 
in construction before the work 
was halted. The contractors for 
the project, Fischer & Frichtel 
Construction, Inc., and Design & 
Construction, Inc., filed a suit in 
April 1959 for $2,760,803 allegedly 
due on the contract. 


Waging Fight. 

The fight against the contro- 
versial new housing project was 
waged by the South County 
Civic Committee, which con- 
tended that county residents to 
a large degree are homeowners 
and that there was no need for 
low-rent housing. 

Opponents of the development 
have expressed fear that the 
project would attract ‘“‘undesir- 
able’ tenants, but they denied 
their views were affected by 
racial discrimination. 

Charles E. Slusser, commis- 
sioner of the PHA, in a letter 
filed last July in the United 
States District Court in Wash- 
ington, said “it is probably coin-

Troops Disperse Youths 
in Istanbul Demon- 


strations Near NATO 
Meeting Place. 


ISTANBUL, Turkey, May 2 
(AP) — Turkish students, who 
have been carrying on virtually 
alone a campaign against Pre- 
mier Menderes’s government, 
won the support of prominent 
Istanbul lawyers in new demon- 
strations today. 


Troops dispersed a series of 
anti-government gatherings in 
this city, where foreign ministers 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization are meeting. About 
3,000 youths shouting “‘Freedom! 
Freedom!” clashed with soldiers 
guarding the broad plaza in sight 
of the NATO meeting place. 


About 100 attorneys—dressed 
in long, black judicial robes— 
assembled in the Istanbul Palace 
of Justice (high court), singing 
patriotic ~ songs ~and~~ shouting 
“Liberty.”” They had planned to 
march on the new city hall, 
where the NATO ministers are 
conferring. 


Turkish troops moved into the 
Palace of Justice and arrested 


30 lawyers, six of them women, 


at bayonet point. The others| 


were dispersed. 
The incident in the court took 


-place as 500 students marched 


silently down both sides of 
Iutiklal Caddesi, the city’s main 
business street, toward Taksim 
square.

“O’Connell had already shak- 
en hands all around and said 
this’ was the best contract offer 
the building trades unions had 
ever had,” Adams said.

Pleaded With O’Connell. 

Adams and Cecil L. Sims, 
business manager of the build- 
ing laborers council, said they 
pleaded with O’Connell to accept 
the contractors’ offer. They 
quoted O’Connell as saying, 
“You’ve got a strike whether 
you like it or not, and there is 
nothing that’s going to stop me. 
Red O’Connell is running the 
engineers union, and I will prove 
it to you by having the engineers 
picket all your jobs.” 

When the Ironworkers Union 
reached an impasse in negotia- 
tions with the contractors, 
Adams and Sims said, O’Connell 
voluntarily intervened to try to 
persuade the ironworkers to ac- 
cept the same terms that had 
been offered the carpenters, 
building laborers and operating 
engineers. 

Adams said carpenters and 
building laborers are consider- 
ing picketing the operating engi- 
neers union hall at 2433 South 
Hanley road, Brentwood. The 
idea of such action would be to 
get across to members of the 
operating engineers union “‘the 
story of O’Connell’s action in 
this thing,” he said. 

Heads of other unions took the 
position that the strike was 
proper and legitimate. Robert F. 
Nimmo, president of Ironwork- 
ers’ Local 396, said, “This is a 
legitimate picket line, and we 
are observing it. It is sanctioned 
by the Building Trades Council. 
I thought all unions observed 
legitimate picket lines.” 

Projects Shutdown. 

Among projects shut down by 
the strike are the new Federal

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
Disk jockey Dick Clark testified 
today he has known since No- 
vember of payola received by 
the former associate producer of 
his ‘American Bandstand’’ tele- 
vision show. 


Clark said Anthony Mamma- | 


rella, who has since resigned 
from the show, told him at a 
late-hour meeting the night of 
Nov. 14-15 that he had accepted 
money from  record-producing 
companies, 

Clark, Philadelphia disk jockey 
with a big teen-age audience, 
denied, any intention of misin- 
forming the committee or its in- 
vestigators about Mammarella’s 
activities. Last Friday, testifying 
about a particular instance of 
alleged payola received by his 
former associate, Clark said he 
had learned of it only the day 
before. 

The House Legislative Over- 
sight subcommittee called Clark 
back today because some ques- 
tioners were not satisfied with 
his answers. 


One of the subcommittee’s in- | 


vestigators, James K. Kelly, 
started off today’s session by 
testifying that the American 
Broadcasting Co. relied solely on 
a sworn statement by Clark in 
announcing publicly that it had 
investigated and learned Clark 
hadenever taken payola. 
Didn’t Want to Know. 


Kelly also quoted Clark as 
having said ‘‘I don’t want to 
know”’ about questionable activi- 
ties of Mammarella. 

Clark coniirmed that he had 
made such a statement. But he 
said Kelly ‘‘made an honest 
error’ in evaluating it because 
of the time element. 

Clark said Mammarella told 
‘him Nov. 11 that he had been 
involvéd ih some things. ‘“‘that 
would be difficult to explain.” 
Clark said he told his associate 
, he didn’t want to hear any more 
about it at that point. 

But at the meeting a few days 
later, Clark went on, “‘he told 
me and from that point, of 
course, J] knew.”’ 

Clark said that later when in- 
vestigators questioned him about 
Mammarella, he suggested they 
go to the man himself for in- 
formation. ‘They were very un- 
derstanding” and did not press 
him, Clark said. 

He also confirmed that he had 
induced ABC officials to soften 
the wording of a reference to 
Mammarella— without naming 
him—in the affidavit Clark exe- 
cuted for ABC, denying that he 
himself had received or solicited 
payola. 

But he denied that ABC had 
dictated the whole affidavit. 

Kelly said ABC dictated. the 
affidavit to Clark, he returned it 
to them, then they made it the 
basis of their denial.”’ 

Doled Out Payola. 

Clark swore to the subcom- 
mittee last week that he had 
never taken payola or any in-

The meeting was adjourned 
immediately until 11 a.m. tomor- 
row because of a lack of a 
quorum. Most of the aldermen 
were attending the state Demo- 
cratic convention in Jeffersén 
City. 

Also before the aldermen is a 
proposal which would reduce the 
city’s tax rate on tangible prop- 
erty by 6 cents on each $100 of 
assessed valuation. 

The lower tax on tangible 
property is made possible by the 
doubling last summer of the 
city’s levy on earnings. In ad- 
dition some major departments 
of the city government, partly 
responsible for increased ex- 
penditures, are self-sustaining. 

Of the total proposed expedi- 
ture, the aldermen will have un- 
der direct supervision only $71,- 
339,000. This is the amount of 
the proposed appropriation for 
general operating purposes dur- 
ing the year. 

Some Costs Fixed. 

The remaining funds are for 
special purposes and costs have 
been fixed by provisions of the 
city charter, the State Constitu- 
tion, earlier ordinances or bond 
issue propositions. 

Retirement payments on bonds 
for general improvement proj- 
ects will total $7,710,000 during 
the year. It will cost $8,056,000 
to operate the water system and 
to meet the annual commitment 
for. the retirement of revenue 
bonds on the system. 

Lambert-St. Louis Field, which 
requires no tax funds, will spend 
$1,847,000, and it will cost $643,- 
000 to operate and maintain the 
railroad deck of MacArthur 
Bridge, which also is self-suffi- 
cient. 

Finally, about $2,900,000 will be 
spent by the city’s cultural in- 

Stitutions, with the revenue de- 
rived partly from taxes and part- 
ly from sales at concessions. 

These institutions, the Art Mu- 
seum, Zoo and Library, are op- 


erated by independent boards, | 


and will receive about $2,200,000 
from tax levies on tangible prop- 
erty. The total levy for the three 
is 14 cents on each $100 assessed 
valuation. 

The aldermen will have be- 
fore them a proposal to reduce 
the rate for all other municipal 
purposes to $1.73 from the pres- 
ent $1.79 on each $100 assessed 
valuation. This would result in 
a savings of $900,000 in municipal 
taxes annually by owners of 
tangible property. 

The breakdown of the total 
municipal tax rate is as follows: 
For municipal purposes, 94 
cents on’ the $100 assessed valu- 
ation; county purposes, 35 cents; 
bond retirement, 37 cents; rec- 
reation, two cents; hospital, 
three cents; public health, two 
cents; Zoo, two cents; Art Mu-| 
seum, two cents, and Public 
Library, 10 cents. 

The year will be the first in 
which the increased earnings 
tax rate will be in effect for an 
entire fiscal year. The tax, 
which was increased from 14 of 
one per cent to one per cent, 
produced $14,580,000 last year. 
In that period the new rate was 
in effect for about half the time. 

Because of increased earnings 
and the success of enforcement 
methods, the new rate is ex- 
pected to produce $20,600,000 
during the 1960-61 fiscal year. 

Greatest Revenue Source. 

The total will make the earn- 
ings tax for the first time the 
city’s greatest single source of 
revenue for general operating 
purposes. The revenue from 
this source is expectedto be 
about $1,000,000 more than that 
from taxes on tangible property. 

From other sources of income, 
various license fees are expected 
to produce $15,250,000 and fran- 
chise payments by utilities will 
produce © $4,375,000. Taxes on 
tangible property will yield $1,- 
300,000; court fees, $1,275,000; in- 
spection fees, $1,175,000; pay- 
ments for care in city institu- 
tions: $3,000,000;-vehicular deck 
tolls on MacArthur Bridge, $1,- 
100,000, and miscellaneous ren- 
tals, concessions and other pay- 
ments, $2,500,000.

Mr. Eisenhower did not di- 
vulge, in his 10-minute informal 
talk to the chamber’s forty- 
eighth annual meeting, the pro- 
posed contents of the forthcom- 
ing message. 

But it was assumed from the 
context that he again would seek 
removal of the interest ceiling 
on government bonds, argue 
against enactment of a billion- 
dollar housing bill, and speak

“The resources of this nation 
are not inexhaustible,’ Mr. 
Eisenhower said.

Far less is known about 
the Soviet-pccupied zone which surrounds Berlin or about the regime whieh calls itself the “German Demo-

Berliners know the misery, oppression and despair that the communists —- assisted by the Soviet occupation!

MAINTENANCE 


The St. Louis County Highway 
Department spent .$1,646,320 last 
year for maintenance and im- 
provement of roads and bridges, 
it was announced today. 

County Highway Engineer John 
J. Leslie, in his annual report 
to the county council, said the 
expenditure was $223,957 more 
than the 1958 costs, which to- 
taled $1,422,363. 

Improvements made last year 
included resurfacing about 70 
miles of county roads with as- 
phalt at a cost of $81,336, and 
widening, reconditioning and re- 
surfacing of 5.5 miles of road at 
an expense of $109,598. 

A spokesman for Leslie’s of- 
fice said the cost of resurfacing, 


called ‘‘seal coating,” usually 
averazes about $1200 a mile. 
But costs of widening and re- 
conditioning of old roads are as 
high as $22,000 to $24,000 a mile. 
Detailed Listing. 

The report contains a listing of 
the sum spent on the mainten- 
ance or improvement of each 
thoroughfare during 1959. The 
expenditures range from $83,075 
for work on Union road to $1.80 
on Erwin avenue, which extends 
from Aliceton to Bonnie avenues 
in. the Affton area.. The $1.80 
covered one hour’s pay for a 
man making a survey in_plan- 
ning a sidewalk along Erwin. 

Streets on which larger sums 
were spent included Adie road, 
$54,476; Bayless avenue, $17,872;

a Kennedy newspaper on my 
doorstep.”’ 

THE IMPORTANCE of this 
lack of deeply felt issues in the 
primary contest is underscored 
when one asks people how they 
intend to vote in November. 
Then religious preferences do 
get subordinated to expressions 
of intense party loyalty or bitter 
economic discontent. 

In Garrison, for example, I 
was interviewing one elderly 
miner when his wife asked, 
“Tell me, is it true that Franklin 
Roosevelt was a Catholic? That’s 
what people are saying.” 

Her husband quieted her, ex- 
plaining, ‘“‘Roosevelt’s son has 
been campaigning for Kennedy, 
so a silly rumor has started that 
Roosevelt was a Catholic.” 

Both the miner and his wife 
favored Humphrey. When I 
asked how they would vote in 
November if the choice were 
Kennedy against Nixon, they re- 
plied, ‘‘Naturally, Kennedy. How 
could any laboring man vote Re- 
publican?” 

Scores of other voters voiced 
similar comments: 

“I’m afraid of a Catholic 
President, but I don’t want to 
get burnt again like with Hoover 
and Ike.” 

_ “Look what’s happened to this 

state under the Republicans. I’d 
_rather not have Kennedy but if 


_he gets the nomination I’ll back

Florissant 
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Influence and Inaction 


Despite repeated disclosures of conflict of 
interest which run the gamut from scandal to 
stupidity, Congress has not passed any major 
remedial legislation. Some federal agencies 
have adopted new rules, and that is all. Will 
the record be any better in this session? 

Now a special House subcommittee has 
begun public hearings into private conversa- 
tions between three Federal Power Commis- 
sioners and a gas pipeline company lawyer, 
Thomas G. Corcoran. The committee is led 
by Representative Qren Harris of Arkansas, 
who directed an irWestigation of influence 
peddling two years ago. 

No concrete legislation came from that in- 
quiry, and in fact Mr. Harris seemed to need 
prodding to conduct it. Now he is investigat- 
ing FPC members to whom he gave “permis- 
‘sion” to make a free trip on a pipeline com- 
pany plane. Moreover, these same commis- 
sioners agree with him enthusiastically on 
lack of FPC regulation of well-head gas prices.

Time is growing short, the session is more 
than half gone, and only the next few weeks 
will demonstrate whether the new investiga- 
tion is to lead to anything more positive than 
those that went before. 

Certainly there is no Jack of evidence of 
the kind of legislation that is needed. Since 
1958, the resignations of presidential assistant 
Sherman Adams and of FCC Chairman John 
C. Doerfer and Commissioner Richard A. Mack 
show that favoritism must be curbed. These 
cases and those of FPC Chairman Jerome 
Kuykendall and fellow commissioners show 
that fraternization with persons subject to 
regulation should be limited. 


The first thing the law should do is to pro- 
hibit federal officials from accepting any 
favors of any kind from persons dealing with 
the Government. Senator Proxmire has sug- 
gested such a law based on a statute in his 
state of Wisconsin. Representative Harris 
has offered a bill to ban favors from persons 
who have an interest in matters before the 
Government, but the prohibition ought to be 
broadened in the case of regulatory agencies. 
The television station owner who entertained 
FCC Chairman Doerfer had no immediately 
pending cases before the FCC but his stations 
were subject to FCC regulation and frequent 
hearings. 

* . . 

Secondly, the law ought to bar ex parte 
contacts in connection with government busi- 
ness. If a person interested in an official 
case has something to say about it to some 
official, he can say it for the public record 
by testimony or by letter. The least the FPC 
members who talked to Mr. Corcoran might 
have done, when he sought to give them fur- 
ther, information about a pipeline case, was to 
tell him to put it in writing. 

The need for legislative action is so clear 
and so simple that the public has a right to 
expect action to protect its own interest 
against conflicts of interest within its Govern- 
ment. The people have heard enough of re- 
luctant regulators; they do not want to hear 
of reluctant investigators. 


A Week for Lawyers 


This is “Law in Your Life Week.” No 
doubt, there are those who want as little law 
in their lives as possible. They are sure that 
it always comes slow and high. But this cyni- 
cism will not be shared by the various cele- 
brants of the “week,” least of.all by the Bar 
Association which is promoting it. 

If the apple-growers, the pretzel-benders, 
the cotton-spinners, the nylon-weavers and 
all the rest can have their ‘“‘weeks,” the law- 
yers are entitled to one, too. It will help if 
citizens tour the courts this week and hear 
the addresses the judges have prepared for 
them. Of.course, it would help even more 
if there were a greater day-by-day interest, 
not merely when His Honor appears in cere- 
monial regalia. 

So after all the appropriate greetings from 
President Eisenhower, Mayor Tucker, the 
Metropolitan Church Federation, the P.-T.A., 
the Association of Police Chiefs, the FBI, 
the Business and Professional Women’s Club, 
the Lions, the League of Women Voters and 
a dozen more have been read, we trust our 
lawyers will find a-little extra time this week 
for thoughtful contemplation of their profes- 
sion. This is a salutary exercise for any man. 

So it should be good for lawyers to recall 
that on being admitted to the bar they be- 
came officers of the court and assumed the 
duty of doing justice. That can be more im- 
portant at times than the mundane necessity 
of winning cases. 

As one of the oldest of the learned profes- 
sions, the law commands high respect. The 
layman gladly pays his tribute. The lawyer 
may highly resolve to be more than ever 
worthy of it. 


Something New in Paris 


Humane Paris is getting something new in 
curb-side conveniences. A company has been 
organized to set up kiosks similar to sidewalk 
phone booths. The innovation is a response to 
the street fumes of the Automobile Age. A 
person enters one of the booths, puts a franc 
in the slot and gets a breath of oxygen, pine- 
scented at that. The Parisians are deter- 
mined that no matter how traffic chokes their 
streets, it shall not choke them. 


Jail Without a Yard 


The county grand jury employed strong 
language in criticizing the Democratic-con- 
trolled Council’s failure to provide minimum 
financial support for the jail, which is in the 
hands of Republican Sheriff Litzinger. If 
the Councilmen have a defense, they ought 
to speak up. The facts seem to be against 
them. 

According to the jury, the Councilmen 
“should hang their heads in shame” for fail- 
ure to provide funds for an exercise or recre- 
ation area in this maximum security institu- 
tion, which is on the third floor of the Court- 
house in Clayton. Even blankets available 
to the inmates are “in a deplorable state of 
disrepair.” 

The lack of a proper exercise area works 


_a physical hardship on the inmates, many of 


whom have not been proved guilty of any- 
thing. We refer to those who are confined 
while awaiting trial: These men are in jail 
only because they lack funds for a bond. Oth- 
ers confined under sentence have committed 
minor misdemeanors. As the jury said, “We 
are treating our prisoners as if they were in 
some medieval prison.” 

A Council motivated by greater humani- 


tarlanism would move at once to provide 
funds for an exercise area. This might give 
the Republican sheriff a wider opportunity 
for spoils. But every once in y while the 
Council has to rise above the level of town- 
ship politics, and this is one of those times. 


Without Birthright 


The case of Angelika Schneider raises the 
question whether our immigration laws are 
correct in treating naturalized citizens as sec- 
ond-class citizens, This case is now before 
the United States District Court for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

Mrs. Schneider was born in Germany and 
brought to this country at the age of four. 
She became a citizen at the age of 16 through 
the naturalization of her: mother. Later, 
while studying on scholarships abroad, she 
met Dr. Dieter Schneider, a German citizen. 
In 1956 she left the United States once more 
to marry Dr. Schneider, and they had two 
sons, both recognized as American citizens. 
But in 1959 the State Department decided 


that Mrs. Schneider had lost her citizenship. 


Technically, she now is a stateless person. 

How could the State Department reach such 
a conclusion about a citizen who had been 
reared and educated principally in this coun- 
try, who had lived here during the 15 forma- 
tivee years of her life, and who considers her- 
self a loyal American in every respect? 

The answer lies in the Immigration Act of 
1952, which provides that any naturalized 
citizen who resides for three years in the 
country of his origin shall lose his citizenship. 
Ironically, as Mrs. Schneider’s lawyers state, 
she could have married and lived in any 
other country than Germany without loss of 
citizenship. 

Mrs. Schneider is now asking the federal 
court whether her treatment does not amount 
to cruel and unusual punishment prohibited 
by the Eighth Amendment to the Constitution. 
More important, she asks if she has not been 
deprived of due process under the Fifth 
Amendment, which guarantees equal treat- 
ment under the law to all citizens. 

The fact is that the Immigration Act vio- 
lates the principle of equal treatment on sev- 
eral fronts. Naturalized citizens can be de- 
ported, or forced to surrender citizenship, for 
reasons which native-born citizens seldom 
dream of. This is an added irony for a coun- 
try in which everyone, except American In- 
dians, derives from “naturalized” Americans. 

In 1824 Chief Justice Marshall held that “a 
naturalized citizen is indeed made a citizen 
under an act of Congress, but the act does not 
proceed to give, to regulate, or to prescribe 
his capacities. He becomes a member of the 
society, possessing all the rights of a native 
citizen.” In the Immigration Act, however, 
Congress left the Marshall principle far be- 
hind. Whatever the court does with the 
Schneider case, Congress ought to repeal its 
harsh and arbitrary rules for second-class 
citizens. 


The Mayor’s Foresight 


Mayor Tucker is to be commended for his 
foresight in moving now to assemble a new 
Citizens Bond Issue Screening Committee, the 
first step in the involved process of submit- 
ting a public improvement bond issue. It 
has been five years since the people approved 
the $110,000,000 bond issue. And as the 
Mayor reminds us, it is time for another re 
view of the city’s need for capital funds. 

A great many things need doing. The 
Mayor suggested modern street lights, the 
initial stages of the downtown development 
plan, express highways, and so on. The com- 
mittee’s job will be to catalogue them, assign 
priorities, and decide which ones the people 
will be asked to buy. Certainly the downtown 
development plan will earn a high place on 
that list. 

We hope the committee also will give care- 
ful. consideration to those capital improve- 
ments necessary to creating a truly rapid 
transit system in St. Louis. They were spelled 
out in the Gilman report. Some may be sus- 
ceptible to financing by revenue bonds. Oth- 
ers may require the issuance of general obli- 
gation bonds. 

The city’s unused bonding capacity now is 
about $39,000,000, but it grows as assessments 
rise and as earlier bond issues are repaid. 
Prudent public policy would indicate that 
some capacity be kept free for possible emer- 
gency needs, so the committee probably will 
be limited in its borrowing proposals to some- 
thing less than $35,000,000. Whatever the 
ceiling, the needs no doubt will exceed it. 


Food Stamps Would Help 


Feeding hungry Americans should not be 
turned into a numbers game. Yet Senator 
Hubert H. Humphrey implied that is what the 
White House did when it issued a statement 
on federal food contributions for West Vir- 
ginia’s unemployed miners. This was done 
to supplement the President’s answer to a 
press conference question about miners’ chil- 
dren, who, the questioner said, “have been 
starving for proper food.” 

The White House said that $1,437,000 in 
cash had gone to West Virginia for local food 
purchases under the school lunch program, 
and another $421,000 under the milk program. 
Donations of $1,750,000 in surplus food went 
to the lunch program. Under it, more than 
25,000 children receive free food. The White 
House also said that the Agriculture Depart- 
ment had “made available free to West Vir- 
ginia a substantial quantity of surplus com- 
modities” for needy families. 

That Washington has been of help in West 
Virginia and elsewhere is, of course, true. 
But when the aid is set forth in such terms as 
the White House used, it may seem more 
impressive than it really is. Thus Senator 
Humphrey asserted that the distribution of 
surplus commodities in West Virginia actually 
provided one person for one month with a 
diet of 10 pounds of flour, 5 pounds of corn 
meal, one pound of lard, one pound of rice, 
13 ounces of dry eggs and 4%2 pounds of dry 
milk. He said that at prevailing retail prices 
this was worth $3.89 per person. 

This hardly adds up to generosity on the 
part of a Government worried about bursting 
warehouses of surplus foodstuffs. Instead it 
again points up the inadequacies of the De- 
partment of Agriculture’s distribution policy. 
It was to overcome these in some measure 
that Representative Leonor K. Sullivan of St. 
Louis advanced her food stamp plan. It is 
time that this—or an equally suitable system 
—be put in operation throughout the country 
for the benefit of those certified by proper 
welfare authorities. What genuine objection 
can there be to making the most effective and 
the most humane use of surplus foodstuffs?

Tomorrow's Air Crash 


Airline Pilot Lists Six Improvements That Would Help to Prevent It

Too many airline passengers will be 
killed in 1960. While some deaths may 
result from conditions beyond control, 
others will be ‘‘encouraged.” Here 
are some of the conditions which may 
“encourage” this year’s accidents to 
happen: 

l. Inadequate airports for the jet 
age. As of today, there is not a single 
commercial airport in° the United 
States that is completely adequate to 
handle jets under all conditions. Most 

of the runways are 
too short. Others 
. are obstructed by 

The Mirror television» towers, 
of apartment houses 
and high - tension 
lines. 

When new air- 
\ planes are certified, 
they are tested under ideal conditions. 
Take-offs and landings are made on 
smooth, dry runways with tio slope. 
Unhappily, these ideal test conditions 
seldom obtain in routine airline oper- 
ations. 

2. Inadequate airport planning. Al- 
though designers have indicated for 
at least a generation that planes would 
become larger and faster, airport 
builders have too often ignored the 
trend. Some airports are conven‘ently 
close to cities, but grossly inadequate 
for the planes they must serve. Busy 
airports in Chicago, Washington and 
New York are strained to the burst- 
ing point by hordes of planes they 
were never planned to handle. 

Pressures are exerted to change the 
take-off pattern so that the airport 
will be a less undesirable neighbor. 
Older airports like Chicago’s Midway 
are so boxed in that they could be 
enlarged only at tremendous expense. 

3. Inadequate approach lights. As 
early as 1940, the Air Line Pilots Asso- 
ciation (ALPA) began studies to deter- 
mine the most effective type of run- 
way and approach lights. When a pilot 
completes an instrument approach at 
night, radio facilities usually bring 
him within a half mile of the begin- 
ning of the runway. From that mo-

Between Book Ends 


IN SEARCH OF INDIA, by C. Ross 
Smith, (Chilton, 230 pgs., $6.50.) 


The Communist Chinese march on 
Tibet and the seizure of 55,000 square 
miles of Indian territory in the Hima- 
layas last year has tended to focus 
American attention on India more than 
previously. This has resulted in a new 
spate of books dealing with the sub- 
continent, its people, and the many 
cultures therein. 

Latest in this list is C. Ross Smith’s 
“In Search of India,” a personal ac- 
count of one man’s own search for the 
meaning of India. Mr. Smith is an 
American who lives in Paris and has 
published four novels—all of them in 
France. In late 1953 and early 1954 
he went to India and traveled_through 
much of the countryside—starting in 
Bombay and winding up in Calcutta. 


Mr. Smith’s book is not for the spe- 
cialist, but rather for anyone who 
wants to sense the feel and smell of

4. Inadequate traffic control. To- 
day’s commercial aircraft are heavily 
dependent on Airways Traffic Control 
(ATC) for separation. Planes are so 


built that the pilot’s vision is restrict- 
ed to a very small arc. He cannot see 
planes behind him, nor those above or 
below. This means that the traffic 
controllers on the ground must pro- 
vide traffic separation, allocating each 
plane its own bit of air space. 

But the trouble is that ATC is some- 
times inadequate for the task. Our 
manual system of traffic contrel was 
reasonably adequate for the DC-3, but 
it is less than adequate for the jet age. 
At high altitude, the jets depend’ on 
ground radar installations to separate 
them from military traffic. But some- 
times a jet is “lost’’ on the operator’s 
radar scope. It takes about twenty 
seconds for the courser to make a 
sweep around the radar scope. In this 
interval two jets on a collision course 
may cut the distance separating them 
by seven miles. 

5. Inadequate copilot training. For 
many years the Civil Air Regulations 
have required that airline captains be 
well trained. Before flying as pilot 
in command, a pilot must earn a com- 
mercial license and an air-transport 
rating. He must also take the appro- 
priate Federal Aviation Agency’s 
rating test for each aircraft he will 
fly in airline service. Captains must 
take periodic checks to demonstrate 


the devotion to fair play of the Indian 
— something which many observers 
have failed to notice. 

Indians often seem difficult to West- 
erners. But perhaps, the difficulty 
goes the other way just as well. Mr. 
Smith notes that: 


“The Indian thinks in terms of thou- 
sands of years, often millions. He is 
in no hurry; he has time for every- 
thing, ages, eons. There is no pushing 
him. His gentle smiling eyes will sym- 
pathetically question you, will wonder 
what it is that seems to be bothering 
you.” 

There is much of this sort of com- 
ment in Mr. Smith's book. It is good 
to have it, for too often we place the 
onus of strangeness on the other fel- 
low — Mr. Smith clearly emphasizes 
that strangeness is relative. And his 
book, which is his first publication 
in the United States, goes a long way 
to explaining the Indian and removing 
some of the strangeness about him. 

“In Search of India” is essentially 
about the Indian people and where 
they live. It is well worth reading 
and deserves a place alongside of Mar- 
garet Parton’s very thetic ac- 
count, “The Leaf and Flame,” 
and Taya Zinkin’s ‘‘India Changes.”

their continued proficiency. But these 
regulations do not apply to copilots. 
Until recently, ail that was required 
of the second in command was that he 
have a commercial license and an in- 
strument rating. 

Concerned about the inadequate 
training on some lines, the Federal 
Aviation Agency has quite recently 
proposed tougher copilot training re- 
quirements. While the new regula- 
tions do not provide for a copilot trans- 
port license—long advocated by the 
Air Line Pilots Association—they are a 
definite step in the direction of safety. 

6. Inadequate second officer train- 
ing. Just as the copilot is an essential 
man on conventional aircraft, so is the 
second officer essential on the jets. 
With today’s traffic congestion, these 
complicated aircraft require two pilots 
continually in their seats. It is for 
this reason that the second officer is 
required. 

Most of the airlines want him to be 
well qualified so that he can act as 
copilot should the need arise. In the 
well-trained crew, the copilot is quali- 
fied to assume the duties of the cap- 
tain, and the second officer can tem- 
porarily take his place. Yet on some 
airlines second officers have only the 
most rudimentary qualifications. One 
line gives them only one hour's train- 
ing in the jet before they are sched- 
uled out on flights! 

There is, of course, no simple course 
of action which will eliminate acci- 
dents in the air. But these are danger 
areas where fruitful work may well 
be done. It is not enough to blame the 
pilot nor to urge him to be more 
cautious. What is important is that 
conditions which contribute to acci- 
dents be speedily eliminated,

He was 
advised to write an account of his life 
and these writings have now been 
translated into English in the form of 
this book. All royalties from sales of 
this book go to the Comite Interna- 
tional D’Auschwitz, an organization set 
up to help the survivors of the Ausch- 
witz camp. 

This “little bureaucrat,”’ as he is 
called in the introduction, who admitted 
engineering and scheduling the deaths 
of over 2,000,000 people, was: hanged 
in April, 1947. 

This middle-sized book is certainly 
not for weak stomachs.

THE ALERT food shopper 
makes every effort to keep 
abreast of new products as they 
appear in local stores, because 
she appreciates the time and 
effort they save her. Not every 
new item appeals to every home- 
maker, of course; she learns to 
be selective and choose those 
which serve her particular needs. 

However, most of these con- 
venience products have many 
possibilities which are over- 
looked by all but the most crea- 
tive cooks. Some can be used 
as ingredients in more compli- 
cated dishes; others can be given 
added touches which make them 
quite special, 

For example, let’s look at sev- 
eral which have appeared in local 
stores recently. Among them are 
two new dehydrated potato prod- 
ucts — potatoes au gratin and 


Dehydrated au gratin potatoes, packaged with e@ cheddar

Tasty Snack for Space

THE NEXT TIME you pass a 
stagnant pond and see some 
green scum floating on the sur- 
face, don’t sneer or ‘‘knock’’ 
the scum because this minute 
green vegetation may evolve as 


your food of the future. Cer- 
tainly it will be in the diet of 
those astronauts who leave the 
earth in the next decade. 
Scientists call that green scum 
“algae.” While many types of 
algae are known, one in partic- 
ular which will monopolize the 
spotlight is the non-toxic chlorel- 
la algae. 

This writer has no intention 
of palming himself off as an 
algae expert but now that I have 
seen it used in baking and have 
eaten the results, I fee! quali- 
fied to render a subjective re- 
action to this fast - multiplying, 
ubiquitous plant. 


The acquisition of the algae 
and its use arises from the 
fact that the current planetar- 
jum show at the Franklin In- 
stitute in Philadelnhia features 
an exhibit depicting a settle- 
ment on the moon in the year 
1980. In that year, we believe 
algae will form the backbone 
of a food technology. To help 
publicize the opening of the 
planetarium show, algae was 
used in making cookies and 
cakes which were served to 
guests at the preview of the 
moon show:. 


Making the cookies and a cake 
was an experience long to be 
remembered. 


The algae was obtained from 


 fhilitary sources and came in a 


large, sealed bottle. With it 
came a note indication this was 
dried algae about three months 
old. The note also stated that the 
flavor may have deteriorated. It 
was fluffy, lighter than flour but 
heavier than baking powder and 
tasted like raw lima beans. 


It was used to make a batch 
of cookies and a marble cake 
in which the ‘‘marbleizing” was 
the algae mixture. The ladies 
who made the cookies, made no 
changes in the recipes and just 
added the suggested weight of 
algae (1 per cent of the total 
weight) to the cookie mix. The 
dried algae absorbed all the 
moisture and the mix became 
quite stiff. However, the cookies 
could still be squeezed from a 
press and were baked in the al- 


lotted time given for this par- 
ticular recipe, 


The finished cookies had an 
olive green color. The best that 
can be said of the color is that 
it was quite unappetizing. But 
the taste was that of the cookie. 
This was due to the flavoring 
normally added to the cookies 
which completely overpowered 
thé taste of the algae. The writer, 
after eating perhaps more than 
was good for him, suddenly found 
that he had a spinachy taste on 
his palate. This was quite 
noticeable in the case of the 
cake in which the marble por- 
tion was eaten. However, the 
cake and cookies were good and 
those who ate them were favor- 
ably impressed by the taste. 


Many of the women visitors 
had heard of algae being used 
for food and were eager to try

the cookies and cake. . While 
they knew nothing about algae; 
they expressed pleasant surprise 
with what they ate. They even 
wanted to know. what recipe was 
used and where to get the algae. 
The most  uncomplimentary 
words about the cookies were 
that they had a distinctive but 
not unpleasant flavor. 


As far as we know, this is 
the first large group (several 
hundred were present) to sam- 
ple a form of food for the fu- 
ture. There appeared to be a 
certain stimulation in eating 
those things which will, one 
day, provide the food supply 
of spacemen. Its acceptance 
was surprising as was the will- 
ingness on the part of the un- 
initiated to sample the food,

despite its rather unappetizing 


color, 


Its wide acceptance is further 
evidence that the public is hear- 
ing more about algae and wants 
to learn more about it. A I per 
cent concentration of algae in 
foods will not answer the prob- 


lem of foods-in-space. However, ~ 


work on algae is progressing. 
Algae is being bleached to get 
rid of the disagreeable color and, 
in time, perhaps 30 to 40 per cent 
by weight of the material eaten 
will be algae. When this goal is 
achieved, the possibility of 
large-scale algae production for 
space food and for the purifi- 
cation of the space: vehicle at- 
mosphere can be undertaken. 

In many laboratories in this 
country small-scale experiments 
are under way with small ani- 
mals living with algae cultures 
in a closed cycle. Some of these 
experiments are unqualified suc- 
cesses. In the future perhaps a 
human being will be put into a 
chamber of this type to see 
whether he can live with an al- 
gae culture for extended periods 
of time. To do this, the main- 
stay of his diet will be algae in 

some form. 

Today, we are experimenting 
with algae in the form of cook- 
ies and cakes. The future may 
bring with it a way of using al- 
gae in less exotic forms. 

The cookies I ate point the

TV quiz winners who dazzled 
audiences with their answers on 
the jackpot shows that were a 
national craze until rigging 
charges were raised against 
some of the programs? And what 
has happened to the thousands 
of dollars the quiz stars won? 
The following describes what the 
lucky — or unlucky — jackpots 
meant to some of the big winners.

NEW YORK, May 2 (UPI). 
THEY STOOD in the TV quiz 
spotlight a few years ago and 
gave the answers that brought 
them riches and sudden fame. 
Today, Charles Van Doren 
wishes it had never happened. 
Teddy Nadler of St. Louis re- 
grets the money that slipped 
away. Mrs. Vivienne Nearing 
doesn’t want to talk about it. 
Mrs. Maise Chen thinks it was 
wonderful. 
Young science penius Rob 
Strom is too busy to reflect upon 
it. Gino Prato is happy to call 
himself once more a shoemaker. 
Jockey Billy Pearson blew his 
winnings on a good time and now 
is an art dealer. Dr. Joyce Broth- 
ers still answers questions on TV. 
These and other stars of the 
now defunct giant TV quiz shows 
dazzled millions of Americans 
with their answers to difficult 
questions. The effect on their 
lives was as varied as the ques- 
tions they fielded nimbly. For 
Van Doren, who confessed a 
“‘fix,’”’ it meant disaster. But for 
Myrt Power, the elderly baseball 
buff, it meant financial security. 
Nadler, biggest winner of them 
all with $252,000, flunked a test 
to become a census taker in St. 
Louis, because he had difficulty 
with maps. 
Nadler now is selling TV sets 
instead of appearing on them. 


He took a job with a St. Louis. 


firm and appears happy in his 
new job. 

Rob Strom, the boy science 
whiz who won a total of $242,- 
500 on various shows, has just 
finished building what he calls 
an oscilloscopic lissajous graph- 
ica] analyzer (OLGA for short) 
and is now pondering building an 
electronic computer that will play 
bridge. 

“We have two workshops and a 
kitchen,’”’ says his mother, Mrs. 
Beatrice Strom, in describing 
their home in the Bronx, N.Y. 

She said the quiz competition 
never mattered much to Rob at 
the time and he is now too pre- 
occupied with inventive work to 
reflect upon it. 

After retiring from quiz com- 
petition in 1957, Rob, now 13, 
skipped the sixth grade and took 
three years of junior high in 
two, finishing first in a class 
of 700. A sophomore at Bronx 
High School of Science, he was 
admitted last year to Columbia

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Korea’s Basic Problems 


NEW YORK, May 2. 

THE SITUATION IN SOUTH KOREA has apparently 
fmproved, bué I doubt whether the resignation of President 
Syngman Rhee and new elections will solve the basic prob- 
lems if there is no progress made in solving the other 
difficulties in that country. 

When President Eisenhower promised the American people 
he would bring peace in Korea, I believe many people thought 
that he meant he would press for a complete understanding 
in thet ~rea between North and South Korea and for the 
solution of economic troubles. These troubles have never 
really been cleared up in South Korea. 

As one looks at the situation there today, it is evident 
that President Eisenhower will leave an unfinished job to 
his successor. Perhaps the United Nations and the United 
States itself should pay more attention to the final solution 
of difficulties in that part of the world. 


GEN. CHARLES DE GAULLE was received with evident 
enthusiasm by the people of New York City, and the French 
colony gave him an especially warm welcome. 

As a limousine bearing the General moved toward the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel from the Mayor’s luncheon for him, 
I was on my way to a meeting on Park Avenue. All the 
cars along my route were being detoured, so I got out and 
walked four blocks.

NEW YORK, May 2. 

THIS IS THE TIME of year 
when concealing winter coats 
come off, last year’s spring 
suits come out (did 
shrink?), bathing suits are im- 
minent, and most people take a 
fling at the all-American pas- 
time, dieting. 


The trouble is, dieting has got- 
ten dull. Responsibility has set 
in. No more of those black cof- 
fee and banana diets with the 
built-in challenge to take off 
15 ‘pounds before you died of 
malnutrition. You can still buy 
six seemingly different diets 
per newstand per month, but on 
close perusal, they’re the same. 
A thousand or so calories a day 
of orange juice, halves of dry 
toast, single pats of butter, four 
ounces of boiled fish, two prunes 
and half a ladyfinger. Nutrition- 
ally they’re sound, and the most 
idiotic teen-ager couldn’t kill 
herself on one. But you can only 
lose about two pounds a week 
on them. By the time the true 
hobby dieter has taken off four 
or five pounds, she’s bored with 
dieting and has gone back to 
Zen Buddhism. 


This year, why not try some 
thing different — a diet to suit 
your personality? This kind of 
a diet is a challenge. It assumes 
you can read a calorie chart, al- 
though in this day and age any 
one who can’t read a calorie 
chart is either America’s an- 
swer to the hidden persuaders 
or can’t read at all. It also as- 
sumes you know that proteins 
are the building blocks of the 
body and vitamin A cures night 
blindness, and which is which.

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If you don’t know, get a diet 
book and find out. 


The next step is to deter- 
mine your personality. This 
can be done expensively, by 
going to a psychiatrist, cheap- 
ly, by morbid introspection, 
or dangerously, by husband 
and wife personality analysis 
sessions. 


Here are some notes on per- 
sonality types, and the kind of 
diets best suited to them. 

Are you the pathetic type?

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ad. Sucaryl, sucaryl, sucaryl. 
It is prodigiously hard and ex- 
pensive to shop for these things, 
to prepare them and to calcu- 
late the calories. But. never 
mind, dearie, you deserve it. 

Or are you a masochist? Do 
you overeat because you hate 
yourself and don’t care if you 
get fat? Just reverse the pat- 
tern, and diet to punish yourself. 
Pick the least attractive dry 
toast and egg diet you can find. 
Or just live on black coffee and 
vitamin pills. . Make yourself 
miserable. You'll enjoy it and 
you'll lose weight. You may 
even permanently ruin your 
health, which should please you. 

Now, to the more interesting 
causes of overeating. Are you 
the bon vivant type, expense 
account lunches, big steaks? 
This means you’re insecure, It 
really does. Secure people have 
cottage cheese at their desks. 
You didn’t know that, did you? 


The trouble with you is that 
you make a federal case of eat- 
ing and drinking well. The so- 
lution is a high quality, high 
cost, high protein diet. Steak 
for breakfast, steak for lunch, 
steak for dinner. Or double 
thickness lamb chops, which are 
even more expensive. 


Of course, you have to give 
up three martinis, but as com- 
pensation you can make a big, 
impressive to-do with the waiter 
about how to fix your steak. 
Or lamb chop. 

Did you get fat from over- 
indulgence in pates, fine wines, 
ortolans, chateaubriand with 
bearnaise, things like that? This 
makes you a gourmet. 

A gourmet, basically, is simply 
a picky eater. We all know chil- 
dren who are picky eaters. 
George has to have his ham- 


a picky eater.” 


George, who knows a good at- 


tention-getting device when he 


sees one, grows up to be a gour- 
met. 


The trick for gourmets is to 
become even pickier. Demand 
subtler, more rarefied foods, 
and send more of them back 
to the kitchen. Just taste. De- 
vote whole days to just sipping 
rare teas, or nibbling exotic 
cheeses. Be difficult and hard 
to please. “You'll be amazed at 
the results. 


Are you a human scavenger, 
the kind of mother who eats up 
all the leftovers so as not to 
waste anything?

Buy less to begin 
with and make it stretch. When 
there are leftovers, plow them 
back into the business. Make 
nourishing soup out of those little 
bits of meat the children leave 
and those three cold brussels 
sprouts.
